Welcome to Chicago! 


C hicago’s beautiful lakefront 
will again play host to ap- 
proximately 9,000 physicians 
who are expected to register 
for the 1991 Clinical Congress — one of 
the largest conventions of surgeons in 
the world. Total attendance, including 
other health care professionals, scien- 
tific and industrial exhibitors, members 
of the press, and guests, is expected to 
exceed 17,000. 

The Chicago Hilton and Towers will 
serve as the headquarters hotel for this 
year’s Congress. McCormick Place will 
serve as the general area for advance 
and nonadvance registration for the 
meeting. Scientific and technical exhib- 


its will be housed at McCormick Place, 
and the majority of the scientific meet- 
ings will convene at McCormick Place, 
the McCormick Center Hotel, and the 
Chicago Hilton. 

Additional advance registration areas 
will be in operation for one day only on 
Sunday, October 20, from 12:00 noon 
to 8:00 pm, at the following hotels: Chi- 
cago Hilton and Towers (Lobby Level) 
and the Chicago Marriott (Lobby 
Level); international guests may regis- 
ter in advance at the Chicago Hilton 
and Towers (Room 4J). 

The Clinical Congress was planned 
by the College’s Program Committee 
under the chairmanship of Lloyd D. 


MacLean, MD, FRCSC, FACS, of 
Montreal, Canada. The Congress was 
coordinated by the College’s Depart- 
ment of Assembly, under the director- 
ship of Gerald O. Strauch, MD, FACS. 

This year’s Congress offers 400 hours 
of continuing education for surgeons in 
all specialties.

Dr. Roses to discuss Stephen Smith 



Daniel F. Roses, MD, FACS 


D aniel F. Roses, MD, FACS, 
will deliver the Opening Cer- 
emony Lecture of this year’s 
Clinical Congress on Mon- 
day morning at 9:30 in Arie Crown The- 
atre of McCormick Place East. Dr. 
Roses will speak on “Stephen Smith 
(1823-1922): Pioneer of American Sur- 
gery and Public Health.” 

Dr. Roses is professor of surgery at 
New York University School of Medi- 
cine, New York. Dr. Roses received an 
AB (1965) and MD (1969) degree from 
New York University School of Medi- 
cine, and performed his internship and 
residency at the university’s Bellevue 
Medical Center. In 1976 he became an 


instructor in surgery there, and in 1985 
assumed his present position. 

Stephen Smith began his medical ca- 
reer in 1850 at Bellevue Hospital. His 
experiences there with typhus victims 
and the squalor in which they lived pro- 
pelled him to a career of great strides 
in public health reform throughout New 
York City, where he served as commis- 
sioner of health from 1868-1875. In ad- 
dition to instituting public health 
programs, Dr. Smith contributed to hos- 
pital planning, physician education, sur- 
gical procedures, and care of the mentally 
ill. In Monday’s lecture, Dr. Roses will 
examine the work and philosophy of this 
American health care pioneer.

Clowes family to receive philanthropy award 


T he Fellows Leadership Society 
will hold its third annual lun- 
cheon on Monday and will fea- 
ture the presentation of the 
ACS Distinguished Philanthropist 
Award. The award will be given to the 
Clowes Family and the Clowes Fund 
for their generosity in establishing the 
George H.A. Clowes, Jr., MD, FACS, 
Memorial Research Career Develop- 
ment Award of the American College 
of Surgeons. 

The reception and luncheon will be- 
gin at 11:45 am in the Stock Exchange 
Trading Room of the Art Institute of 


Chicago, Michigan Avenue at Adams 
Street. In 1990 the family of Dr. Clowes 
announced that they were granting the 
College $1.5 million to establish the ca- 
reer development award in memory of 
the late surgeon and researcher. The 
gift is the largest philanthropic contri- 
bution in the College’s history. 

Under the aegis of the College’s 
Scholarships Committee, a five-year 
award of $40,000 per year will be given 
to outstanding young surgeons who are 
fully trained in research and who have 
demonstrated their competence as in- 
dependent investigators.

David Eddy to deliver AUA lecture 


Monday’s American Urological Associa- 
tion Lecture by David M. Eddy, MD, 
will address “Medicine, Money, and 
Mathematics: Problems and Solutions.” 
The lecture will be held at 10:15 am in 
Arie Crown Theatre of McCormick 
Place East. 

Dr. Eddy is professor of health policy 
and management at Duke University, 
Durham, NC, and senior advisor of 
health policy and management to South- 
ern California Kaiser Permanente. He 
also writes a bimonthly column for the 
Journal of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation about issues relating to medical 
decision making, practice guidelines, 
outcomes, technology assessment, 
costs, rationing, and priority-setting. 

He received a medical degree from 
the University of Virginia (1968) and 
began surgical training at Stanford Uni- 
versity (CA). After two years of resi- 
dency in cardiovascular surgery, Dr. 
Eddy left clinical practice to return to 
school for a PhD (1978) in engineer- 
ing-economic systems at Stanford. In 
1981, after serving on the faculty as pro- 
fessor of engineering and medicine, he 
went to Duke to establish the Center 
for Health Policy Research and Educa- 
tion. His research there has been on 
developing and applying methods for 
evaluating health practices and design- 
ing practice policies. He has developed 
policies for such organizations as the 
American Cancer Society, National Can- 
cer Institute, World Health Organiza-

tion, the Congressional Office of Tech- 
nology Assessment, the Blue Cross and 
Blue Shield Association, and the Ameri- 
can Medical Association, among others. 

Dr. Eddy is the methodological con- 
sultant to the Blue Cross and Blue 
Shield Association’s Medical Advisory 
Panel, which recommends coverage 
policies. He serves on the Board of 
Mathematics of the National Academy 
of Sciences, and is a member of the 
National Academy of Sciences/Institute 
of Medicine. 

Dr. Eddy recently developed a new 
set of statistical methods for synthesiz- 
ing experimental and nonexperimental 
evidence (“meta-analysis”) to estimate 
the effect of medical interventions on 
health outcomes.

Dr. Crawford 
will speak on “Thoracoabdominal An- 
eurysm Replacement” Dr. Crawford is 
professor of surgery at Baylor College 
of Medicine, Houston, TX. 

Dr. Crawford has held leadership 
positions in several of the medical 
associations to which he belongs: 


president, Houston Surgical Society 
(1968); president, Southern Associa- 
tion for Vascular Surgery (1979); 
president, International Society for 
Cardiovascular Surgery (1981); 
president, Michael E. DeBakey In- 
ternational Surgical Society (1986- 
1988); and president, Society for 
Vascular Surgery (1987). 

He has also served as the American 
College of Surgeons’ Governor for the 
state of Texas (1982-1988). Dr. 
Crawford has published and lectured 


extensively on cardiothoracic and vas- 
cular topics. 

The first John H. Gibbon, Jr., Lec- 
ture was delivered in 1971 by Michael 
E. DeBakey, MD, FACS, who spoke on 
“The Impact of the Development of the 
Heart-Lung Machine on Medicine and 
Its Potentialities.” The lecture was es- 
tablished to honor Dr. Gibbon, a pio- 
neer of modern open-heart surgery who 
performed the world’s first successful 
open-heart operation using a machine 
that completely bypassed the heart. 



SESAP ’92-93 debuts 


Here’s how to register 
for the Clinical Congress 


One of the many highlights of this 
year’s Clinical Congress is sure to be 
the debut of SESAP ’92-93. The seventh 
edition of the Surgical Education and 
Self-Assessment Program retains the 
same format but offers all new mate- 
rial. In an effort to increase the worth 
of the program and as a measure of the 
College’s commitment, SESAP will now 
be published at two-year intervals, add- 
ing more up-to-date information with 
each edition. 

SESAP ’92-93 includes a multiple- 
choice item (MCI) section and a patient 
management problem (PMP) section. 
The 450 MCIs are arranged in 17 sub- 
ject categories. MCIs assess basic 
knowledge, including anatomy, physi- 
ology, microbiology, and all preliminar- 
ies to the study of medicine. The 10 
PMPs offer a mechanism for estimat- 
ing the complexities of correct timing 
and surgical judgment. Two complete 
syllabi contain discussions and refer- 
ences for all the MCIs and PMPs. All

“Professional Liability/Risk Management 
and Legal Preparedness” (PG #19), 
which begins on Monday, will feature a 
mock trial on the third and final day of 
the course. 

The object of this three-day post- 
graduate course is to familiarize sur- 
geons with high-risk areas of practice 
and methods available to deal with 
them. The mock trial will be conducted 
under the direction of Sharon P. Stiller, 
JD, and Barry M. Manuel, MD, FACS. 

The case to be heard during the mock 
trial on Wednesday will be that of a sur- 
geon who refused to operate on an 
acute trauma patient with AIDS. The 
patient then died within 12 hours of hos- 
pital admission. The Honorable William 
H. Bristol, JD, will preside, and Barry

The American Board of Surgery con- 
siders SESAP a valuable preparation for 
its recertification examination for gen- 
eral surgeons. While the material in 
SESAP is not used verbatim, the board 
emphasizes that the content of the 
MCIs is very similar to that of the ex- 
amination.

The annual meeting of the College’s 
Commission on Cancer will be held on 
Sunday at 2:00 pm in the Waldorf Room 
of the Chicago Hilton and Towers. Jo- 
seph E. Murray, MD, FACS, professor 
of surgery at Harvard Medical School, 
Boston, MA and winner of the 1990 
Nobel Prize for Medicine, will present 
the keynote address titled “Changing 
Patterns in the Treatment of Head and 
Neck Neoplasm.”

T he year is 1964. Lyndon Johnson signs the Civil Rights Act The “Warren 
Report” on the assassination of President Kennedy is published. Greece for- 
mally withdraws its units from NATO. The U.S. Surgeon General’s report. Smoking 
and Health, links lung cancer with cigarette smoking. The living brain of a rhesus 
monkey is isolated from its body by neurosurgeons at Cleveland General Hospital. 
Douglas MacArthur dies at the age of 84. And the 50th Clinical Congress of the 
College is held in Chicago in October.

The headquarters building, designed by the firm of Skidmore, Owings, and 
Merrill, “is handsomely pointed up by two red poles from which fly the ensigns of 
the United States and Canada.”

A 1988 videotape of Mark M. 

Ravitch (1910-1989), MD, 
FACS, discussing stapling 
techniques will be shown at 
Monday’s Subject-Oriented Motion Pic- 
ture Symposium: Stapling. In the video, 
Dr. Ravitch discusses “Historical Per- 
spectives on Stapling in Surgery.” The 
symposium will begin at 8:30 am in the 
Chicago Room of McCormick Place East. 

The videotape was made in 1988 at 
the second international and first Eu- 
ropean symposium on stapling that 
took place in Luxembourg. Dr. Ravitch 
served as the honorary president of the 
symposium and delivered the opening 
presentation. 

In his presentation, Dr. Ravitch dis- 
cusses a stapling instrument that he 
discovered while in Soviet Russia and 
subsequently brought to and popular- 
ized in the United States. The video 
also shows Dr. Ravitch discussing the 
history of stapling instruments, surgi- 
cal training, and practice. 

Felicien M. Steichen, MD, FACS, 
who serves as the coordinator for 
Monday’s motion picture symposium, 
and who edited the video of Dr. 
Ravitch, says, “This is really his last 
public appearance with his usual vigor, 
expressing his well-known opinions in 
a clear way. This video was made with- 
out the idea of becoming a historical 
document. Ideas of his that were never 
recorded are revealed in an enjoyable 
way.” 

Dr. Steichen says that shortly before 
his death, Dr. Ravitch reviewed the 
video to be shown on Monday and was 
“happy and proud” to know that it was 
to be submitted to the American Col- 
lege of Surgeons and shared with its 
constituents. 



Mark M. Ravitch, MD, FACS 


Dr. Ravitch, born in New York City 
of Russian immigrant parents, studied 
medicine at Johns Hopkins under such 
leaders as Dean Lewis, Warfield Firor, 
and Alfred Blalock. He obtained early 
success in pediatric surgery, specifi- 
cally in correction of chest wall defor- 
mities, pathophysiologic investigations 
on intussusception, and bowel healing 
as influenced by stapling techniques. 
In 1966, he left his position as profes- 
sor of surgery at Johns Hopkins to be- 
come professor of pediatric surgery 
and head of the division of pediatric 
surgery at the University of Chicago. 
He became an emeritus professor in 
1986. He is remembered today as a 
highly productive surgeon, researcher, 
teacher, and author. 

In addition to leadership roles in 
many other medical societies, Dr. 
Ravitch was First Vice-President of the 
ACS in 1977, president of the ACS 
Southwestern Pennsylvania Chapter, 
and a contributor to many College pro- 
grams.
